Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  dentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1969. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  commented  that  the 
practice  of  commencing  with  mention  of  notifiable  diseases  was  becoming 
doubtfully  justifiable.  This  comment  can  be  made  with  greater  conviction 
this  year  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  1969  should  have  been  a  vintage 
year  for  measles.  It  is  of  course  only  a  few  specified  diseases  which  are 
notifiable,  the  main  mass  of  disease  is  not,  but  nevertheless  as  an 
indication  of  morbidity  amongst  children  in  particular  the  statistics  on 
notifiable  diseases  speak  volumes.  The  "umbrella"  over  the  children 
grows  bigger  and  bigger;  there  can  be  very  few  parents  who  would  not  be  very 
shocked  to  see  a  list  of  notifiable  diseases  which  a  rural  district  of 
40,000  souls  would  have  produced  about  the  year  1900.  It  is  very  desirable 
to  remind  ourselves  that  although  much  of  this  enormous  benefit  is 
established  and  unlikely  to  be  lost  except  due  to  some  unthinkable 
catastrophe  such  as  H  bomb  warfare,  some  of  it  itill  depends  upon  hard 
routine  slogging,  especially  in  the  sphere  of  immunisation.  People  have 
short  memories. 


There  wore  several  cases  during  the  summer  of 
persons  visiting  exotic  places  and  returning  with  more  than  suntan. 

They  had  in  fact  been  infected  with  salmonella  organisms,  others  had 
narrowly  missed  typhoid.  People  are  becoming  more  and  more  venturesome 
in  their  choice  of  holidays  and  the  continent  of  Africa  has  not  lost 
its  mysterious  fascination.  Holidays  in  North  Africa  are  in  current 
vogue,  and  there  are  already  signs  of  travel  agents  putting  forward 
suggestions  for  venturing  farther  south  in  that  Continent  and  also 
farther  east  into  Asia  Minor.  It  cannot  bo  stressed  too  much  that 
disease  is  still  rife  in  these  places,  much  of  it  quite  beyond  the 
knowledge  and  experience  of  the  average  holiday  maker  and  travel  agents 
have  a  duty  to  their  clients  to  warn  them  of  the  risks  they  run  in 
entering  the  tropics.  Malaria  is  only  one  of  the  diseases  they  must 
take  very  seriously. 


It  has  been  reliably  estimated  that  between 
now  and  tfe©  year  2000  AD  the  demand  for  water  in  the  British  Isles  will 
double,  and  many  authorities  face  a  serious  problem  in  this  context, 
the  re-circulation  of  sewage  has  even  been  mentioned,  and  of  course, 
many  water  supplies  have  for  years  been  extracted  from  sewage  polluted 
primary  supplies.  We  are  therefore  doubly  fortunate  in  this  area 
to  have  such  good  primary  sources  of  water  and  moreover  plenty  of  it. 

This  has  been  exemplified  by  the  advancement  during  the  year  of  Bournemouth 
Water  Company's  unmanned,  automatically  operated  new  works  at  Horton, 
capable  of  placing  million  gallons  per  day  of  good  quality  water  into 
supply.  This  station  is  continuously  monitored  from  the  main  works 
twelve  miles  away,  messages  being  transmitted  by  cable  laid  with  the 
new  main.  Further  extraction  from  the  same  area  is  possible  and  there 
are  no  foreseeable  anxieties  about  satisfaction  of  demand  for  water  for 
many  years  to  come.  An  analysis  of  the  new  supply  is  given  later  in 
this  report.  It  has  only  one  deficiency,  and  that  of  course  is  its 
fluoride  content. 


The  fluoride  controversy  bears  close  similarities 
to  that  which  attended  the  proposed  introduction  of  pasteurisation  of  milk 
during  the  1930's.  Almost  everyone  now  gratefully  accepts  pasteurised  / 

Milk 


milk  and  one  feels  confident  that  in  the  future  fluoridation  of  water 
will  be  accepted  just  as  froely.  I  cannot  in  the  meantime  resist 
quoting  a  passage  by  Professor  Sir  Graham  Wilson,  formerly  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  an  eminent  scientist,  in  his 
book  on  "The  Pasteurisation  of  Milk"1942  (Edward  Arnold  and  Co.):- 

"Unfortunately  pasteurisation  is  a  subject  on  which  many  people  find  it 
difficult  to  form  an  unbiased  judgement.  It  is  not  infrequently 
regarded  with  such  intense  prejudice  that  no  reasoned  statement  of  the 
evidence  is  listened  to,  much  less  given  adequate  consideration.  This 
attitude  is  the  direct  antithesis  of  that  usually  adopted  by  scientific 
workers,  namely  that  of  a  dispassionate  reviev/  of  the  whole  of  the 
available  evidence  with  conclusions  expressed  in  the  form  of  cautious 
understatement.  In  view  of  this  difference  in  mental  approach,  it  is 
useless  for  man  of  science  to  expect  that  a  careful  presentation  of  tho 
facts  will  make  any  impression  on  the  minds  of  those  who,  whether  from 
unreasonable  conviction  or  from  a  repressed  suspicion  of  the  weakness  of 
their  own  case,  are  prepared  to  resort  to  half-truths,  un verifiable 
assertions,  or,  as  experience  has  shown,  actual  falsehoods  in  support  of 
their  contentions.  No  matter  how  clear  and  well  documented  the  evidence: 
may  bo,  there  are  always  those  whom  Shakespeare  must  have  in  mind  when 
he  made  Cicero  say:-  "Men  may  construe  things  after  their  fashion,  clean 
from  the  purpose  of  the  things  themselves." 

How  perfectly  these  words  fit  the  subject  of  fluoridation?'.. 

Also  in  the  above  book,  Sir  Graham  Wilson  quoted  the  late 
eminent  scientist.  Sir  Edward  Mellanby  who  said  in  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council  for  1937-8:- 

"It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  to  guide  the  public 
on  the  importance  of  medical  discovery  in  its  practical  applications, 
to  human  needs,.  Their  task  is  wholly  to  promote  discovery,  and  to 
announce  it  to  the  world  when  it  is  made.  They  cannot  but  view  with 
regret,  however,  the  delay  which  so  often  occurs  between  medical 
discovery  and  its  application,  especially  when  the  discovery  is  one  that 
provides  an  immediate  opportunity  of  preventing  or  even  eliminating 
disease.  What  the  ultimate  solution  of  this  difficulty  will  be  is  not 
obvious,  but  with  the  present  increase  in  knowledge  of  methocb  of 
preventing  disease,  a  better  method  of  informing  and  educating  the  public 
becomes  imperative." 

We  do  not  seem  to  have  found  it  yet! 


During  the  year  I  placed  before  the  Council  a  report  upon 
a  survey  of  cream  samples  taken  in  East  Dorset,  a  copy  of  which  appears 
on  a  later  page.  The  large  and  medium  size  firms  were  producing  a 
good  product  but  certain  smaller  dairies  were  producing  a  product  which 
regularly  contained  fairly  high  numbers  of  faecal  (type  l)  coliform 
organisms.  This  report  stimulated  publicity  in  press  and  television, 
and  I  was  struck  by  the  difficulty  of  advising  housewives  in  general 
terms  what  product  to  buy,  one  obviously  could  not  mention  individual 
products,  and  I  felt  that  the  housewife  had  of  necessity  to  be  left 
largely  in  the  dark.  The  remedy  for  this  lies  in  enforceable  regulations 
based  upon  accurate  labelling  requirements  as  to  the  nature  of  the  process 
used,  o . g. ,  pasteurisation  of  the  original  milk,  or  of  the  cream  itself, 
or  sterilisation  of  the  latter  product,  or  no  heat  treatment  at  all  if 
this  is  allowed.  Enforceable  requirements  of  this  nature  depend  upon 
the  existence  of  analytical  and  bacteriological  procedures  capable  of 
verifying  the  claims  on  the  label,  and  once  this  step  has  been  taken 
the  housewife  will  bo  able  to  make  an  intelligent  choice  of  product 
in  the  knowledge  that  the  label  meant  what  it  said.'.  The  more  important 
analytical  and  bacteriological  procedures  are  already  satisfactorily 
worked  out,  and  a  survey  is  currently  being  conducted  by  tho  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  on  bacteriological  tests  for  staleness./ 

There 
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There  seems  no  doubt  that  regulations  will  soon  be  applied  to  cream  and 
that  they  are  overdue.  The  medium  and  large  firms  will  welcome 
regulations  requiring  standards  which  they  already  observe.  It  remains  only 
to  add  that  some  months  after  my  report  to  Council  a  leading  article  in  the 
B.M.J.  on  bacteria  in  cream  reassured  me  as  to  the  correctness  of  my  views, 
in  the  expression  of  which  I  was  obviously  in  good  company l  . 


During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  remove  two  elderly  people  to 
hospital  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (1951  Amendment), 
at  the  urgent  request  of  their  respective  doctors.  One  was  unusual  since  it 
involved  to  a  major  extent  the  health  of  another  person.  The  other  case 
was  literally  dying  on  his  feet  and  the  neighbours  were  actually  putting 
food  through  the  letter  box  because  he  would  not  answer  the  door  to  them. 

Both  cases  died  after  a  short  sojourn  in  hospital. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  I  have  taken  such  action  twice  in  one  year 
and  this  in  itself  is  a  sign  of  the  times.  Tie  dire  necessity  to  remove 
an  old  person  under  this  Act  is  likely  to  increase  in  the  foreseeable  future 
owing  to  the  prospective  increase  in  the  number  of  old  people. 


There  must  be  very  few  district  councils  who  can  present  fairly 
finalised  statistics  on  the  re-housing  of  a  large  camp  of  didecois  and  I 
therefore  bring  up  to  date  the  history  of  this  venture.  There  were  forty-one 
families  involved  in  1965,  and  one  more  has  been  subsequently  added  to  the  list. 

By  the  end  of  1968  thirty-five  families  had  been  re-housed  in  modern  council 
houses  and  six  were  outstanding,  three  squalid  and  static  and  three  squalid 
and  "travelling”  from  time  to  time.  Of  the  thirty-five  re-housed, 
twenty- four  had  settled  and  eleven  had  left,  two  to  houses  purchased  by 
themselves  and  nine,  several  of  them  owing  rent,  to  unknown  conditions  outside 
the  district.  Of  the  six  families  remaining  to  be  re-housed  in  1969, 
three  had  allowed  their  names  to  be  dropped  from  the  waiting  list  from  lack 
of  interest,  one  of  whom  had  moved  to  Alderholt  to  another  caravan. 

A  fourth  had  refused  the  offer  of  a  council  house  on  remarkably  trivial, 

even  frivolous  grounds,  presumably  they  regarded  it  as  impolitic  to  give  their 

real  reason.  A  fifth  remained  on  the  list  though  they  were  in  fact  circulating  in 

the  Salisbury  area,  and  the  sixth  family  had  been  evicted  from  a  County 

Council  school  building  site  and  were  awaiting  re-housing.  This  family  had 

asked  for  a  council  house  in  a  particular  area,  a  condition  which  the 

committee  found  unacceptable.  To  sum  up,  and  excluding  the  family  lately 

added  to  the  list,  of  forty-one  families  to  be  re-housed  in  1965,  twenty-six  had 

settled,  fifteen  may  fairly  be  regarded  as  having  rejected  settling  down 

either  before  or  after  actual  experience  of  a  settled  way  of  life  in  a  good 

house. 


At  the  risk  of  vexation  by  quotation  here  is  another  which  I  could 
not  resist,  this  time  culled  from  an  article  by  Professor  G-.R.  Lowe  in  the 
B.M.J.  early  in  1969:- 

"Throughout  the  country  every  morning  the  walls  of  bedrooms  and  bathrooms 
reverberate  to  the  dawn  chorus  of  our  smokers  as  they  light  up  the 
first  cigarette  of  the  day  to  help  them  on  their  way  to  work  and,  for  a/ 

substantial 


substantial  proportion  of  them  on  their  tray  to  disablement  and  premature 
death.  At  a  conservative  estimate,  probably  three  quarters  of  the  toll 
of  32,000,000  working  days  and  30,000  lives  taken  each  year  by  bronchitis 
is  attributable  to  the  cigarette". 


The  vital  statistics  give  a  revealing  insight  into  the  way  that  nature 
redresses  the  balance.  There  was  an  excess  of  nearly  12$  of  male  births 
over  female  births,  and  a  1 1$  excess  of  male  deaths  over  females  deaths; 
a  net  gain,^o  the  fair  sex  and  a  salutary  lesson  to  all  males.  If  they  all 

stopped  smoking,  eating  too  much  and  talcing  insufficient  exercise  they  could 
reverse  this  trend  to  an  excess  of  females,  but  it  remains  a  truism  that 
men  as  well  as  women,  prefer  absolution  to  exhortation,  and  it  is  too  late 
when  they  realise  that  absolution  is  not  forthcoming..,

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No  major  problems  or  nuisances  have  arisen  during  the  year  so  t’*at 
much  of  the  Inspectors'  work  has  been  of  a  largely  routine  nature. 

The  installation  of  main  water  throughout  the  District  in  1955-56  and 
the  progress  made  in  the  provision  of  sewers  during  the  present  decade  has 
reduced  the  troubles  experienced  in  this  connection  to  minor  dimensions.  On 
the  other  hand  the  growth  of  a  new  population  on  the  South-Eastern  borders, 
brought  new  enquiries  into  the  Department  so  that  Inspectors  were  being  asked  to 
advise  on  a  wide  variety  of  conditions  which  were  completely  new  to  them. 

The  warm  dry  summer  inevitably  produced  swarms  of  bees,  wasps, 
mosquitoes,  midges  and  spiders  of  all  sizes  and  descriptions  and  were  all  dealt 
with.  Following  the  summer  holidays  came  several  cases  of  salmonella/ typhoid 
groups  which  necessitated  a  considerable  amount  of  time  being  spent  in  visiting 
and  arranging  for  the  supply  and  collection  of  the  necessary  specimens  for  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  ..  * 

STAFF 

The  only  staff  change  was  that  Mr.  Vickens,  having  obtained  his  final 
qualification,  took  an  appointment  as  District  Inspector  with  Eastbourne 
County  Borough  in  September., 

Advertisements'  for  another  pupil  inspector  were  not  productive  and  it 
was  decided,  to  postpone  the  filling  of  this  vacancy  for. the  time  being. 


HOUSING 

The  passing  of  the .Housing  Act  of  19&9  did  not,  as  mentioned  below, 
appreciably  increase  the  number  of  grant  applications.  In  view  of  its 
relation  to  potential  reht  increases,  more  paper  work  and  administrative  time 
was  required  so  that  procedures  were  properly  carried  out.  In  addition,  the 
increased  sums  involved,  and  wider  scope  of  Discretionary  grants,  necessitated 
much  more  time  being  spent  both  in  an  endeavour  to  be  fair  to  the  applicant 
and  also  to  avoid  the  Council  being  open  to  criticism :  *

The  circular  (62/69)  issued,  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  laid  down  certain  guide  lines,  but  -left  a  considerable  amount  of 
detail  to  be  interpreted  locally.  - 


The  introduction  of  revised  amounts  to  be  offered  as  Standard  or 
Discretionary  grants  did  not  generate  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm.  The  help 
offered  by  wray  of  Standard  grants  appeared  to  bring  the  size  of  the  financial 
assistance  into  parity  with  present  day  costs,  .but  the  type  of  property 
attracting  Discretionary  grant  required  considerable  expenditure  overall. 

The  sums  of  money  involved,  and  in  -particular  the  Owner' s  share,  were  • 
considerable,  and  could  not  be  easily  obtained,  even  at  present  crippling 
rates  of  interest.

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In  accordance  with  normal  procedure,  efforts  were  made  to  obtain 
control  of  properties  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  from  which  occupiers 
have  been  re-housed.  Nevertheless,  a  case  did  get  by,  and  there  have  been 
variations  of  the  system,  practised  in  the  days  of  Building  Licensing,  of 
parking  a  family  in  unsatisfactory  accommodation  and  without  authority,  and  then 
looking  for  prior  assistance  in  the  queue  for  attention. 

Complaints  were  again  received  in  respect  of  two  properties  to  which 
repairs  were  reluctantly  carried  out  a  few  years  ago.  No  action  was  taken  by 
the  Owner  to  comply  with  the  Council's  request  and  accordingly,  the  cases  were 
taken  before  the  local  Bench  who  made  orders  confirming  the  Council's  require¬ 
ments.  A  somewhat  dilatory  start  was  made  on  the  work  which  was  completed 
"after  a  fashion".  Other  than  these  cases,  few  complaints  have  been  received 
regarding  housing  conditions  and,  where  requested,  the  co-operation  of  the 
local  Agents  has  been  readily  given.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  IWBLQFHENT  ACT.  I960 

The  demand  for  residential  sites  did  not  appear  to  be  quite  so 
insistent  as  in  earlier  years,  but  the  demand  for  " touring” sites  was  very 
heavy  at  the  peak  holiday  period  which,  came  in  the  middle  of  a  dry  summer. 

The  unauthorised  site  still  had  some  residents  left  -  the  Owner's 
delaying  tactics  seemed  to  make  a  nonsense  of  the  legislation. 

The  increasing  numbers  of  tents,  which  were  becoming  more  and  more 
popular,  indicated  the  need  for  legislation  to  deal  with  this  type  of 
holiday  along  the  same  lines  as  caravans.  The  only  powers  available  were 
contained  in  a  pre-war  Act  and  obviously  related  to  conditions  as  they  were 
35  years  ago  and  not  to  today' s  problem. 

The  holiday  site  belonging  to  the  Camping  Club  relieved  the  demand 
to  some  extent,  but  like  the  large  holiday  sites  further  South  in  the 
Vareham  area,  was  not  sufficiently  close  to  the  trunk  route  to  assist 
tourists  in  transit  to  and  from  Devon  and  Cornwall.  The  possibility  of 
such  a  site  being  constructed  at  Tricketts  Cross  seemed  to  be  diminishing, 
and  as  forecast  last  year,  efforts  were  being  made  to  obtain  approval  to 
alternative  use  which  would  presumably  be  more  profitable.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955 

Routine  visits  to  food  premises  have  been  continued  and  only 
minor  contravention  of  the  Rood  Hygiene  Regulations  have  needed  attention. 

The  emphasis  on  food  hygiene  was  very  largely  a  subjective  matter, 
in  that  initially  all  premises  were  satisfactorily  equipped  and  the 
failures  that  arose  were  on  the  part  of  the  persons  who  worked  in  such 
establishments.  The  obvious  answer  to  this  was  to  endeavour  to  educate 
personnel,  but  the  numbers  that  were  interested  in  this  aspect  were  in  the 
minority. 


Investigations  into  the  quality  of  various  brands  of  cream  have 
continued,  and  of  the  three  hundred  and  forty  nine  samples  of  food  stuffs 
submitted  to  the  laboratory  one  hundred  and  seventy  five  were  of  cream. 

Some  improvement  has  been  apparent  but  it  was  puzzling  to  find  that  some  of 
the  samples  contained  E.  Coli,  when  such  great  importance  was  attached  to  th 
pasteurisation  of  milk  supplies.

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Four  cases  of  unsatisfactory  foodstuffs  v/ere  reported,  two  of 
foreign  objects  in  loaves  of  bread,  one  of  a  mouldy  pie  and  one  of  a 
fragment  of  clinkered  coal  ash  in  a  tin  of  peas.  ^he  mouldy  pie  was 
assumed  to  have  been  the  result  of  inadequate  stock  rotation  but  was  an 
example  of  an  incomprehensible  code  used  by  the  manufacturers  which  was  not 
only  useless  to  the  retailer,  but  subject  to  so  many  provisos  that  it  v/as 
found  almost  impossible  to  determine  when  the  article  was  actually  produced. 


POULTRY 


From  time  to  time  it  was  found  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the 
need  for  changing  the  water  in  which  carcasses  are  immersed,  as  frequently 
as  possible.  Neglect  to  observe  this  requirement  resulted  in  the  water 
becoming  polluted  by  blood,  faeces,  surface  dirt  and  feathers.  Objections 
were  raised  because  of  the  time  taken  to  raise  the  volume  of  water  to  a 
temperature  suitable  for  removing  the  feathers,  without  scalding  the  skin  of 
the  carcass'. 

Apart  from  slaughter,  there  were  no  premises  where  viscera  v/ere 
removed  in  addition,  and  opinions  as  to  condition  of  the  carcasses  therefore 
rested  on  an  external  examination  only*

MILK  AND  DAIRIBS  REGULATIONS  ,  1969 

No  effort  was  made  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  to  improve 
conditions  in  the  unsatisfactory  dairy  premises  referred  to  in  my  last 
report. 


Visits  were  made  in  an  endeavour  to  obtain  co-operation  from  the 
Company,  but  these  efforts  proved  to  be  fruitless  and  in  fact  conditions 
appeared  to  be  deteriorating.  The  Council  was  advised  that  there  v/ere 
certain  matters  v.'hich  would  warrant  prosecution  for  contravention  of  the 
Regulations,  and  accordingly,  this  was  authorised. 

The  Defendants  in  the  case  pleaded  guilty,  and  having  examined 
photographs  taken  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  of  inspection,  the  Bench 
fined  the  Comprny  £75  on  each  of  five  charges  and  £25  on  a  sixth.

The  proceedings  were  taken  in  October,  since  when  all  milk  sold 
from  the  premises  has  been  supplied  already  bottled  by  another  Company.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


No  changes  in  the  inspection  staff  have  taken  place  this  year  and 
the  four  inspectors  have  been  able  to  deal  with  the  work  satisfactorily.  Some 
help  was  necessary  from  the  "final  year”  students  and  this  ready  assistance 
enabled  temporary  dislocation  and/or  difficulties  to  be  overcome. 

The  instruction  of  students  from  neighbouring  Authorities  has 
continued  -  the  Borough  of  Lymington  will  shortly  be  supplying  one  to  make  up 
our  quota.  At  Christmas  two  students  from  Bristol  University  attended  for  a 
week’ s  practical  work  in  a  slaughterhouse,  with  the  specialist  inspectors. 

The  alterations  to  the  premises  were  carried  on  continuously 
throughout  the  year,  and  only  very  little  time  was  lost  by  complete  "shut¬ 
downs".  The  contract  was  virtually  completed  to  programme  and  the  premises 
awaited  a  visit  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  early  in  1970. 

The  improvement  in  the  actual  slaughtering  area  has  enabled  the 
tempo  of  operations  to  be  increased  and  the  figures  on  Page 19repre sent  an 
increase  of  about  G/o  over  last  year  or  about  300^  above  the  throughput  when 
the  premises  were  opened  in  1954*  The  value  of  the  foodstuffs  directly 
supervised  by  the  Department  is  now  running  at  about  £2,600,000  annually,  of 
which  considerable  quantities  are  exported  to  the  Continent  of  Europe,  - 
principally  to  France  and  Switzerland.

OFFICES ,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT 

The  inspection  of  premises  controlled  by  this  Act  has  continued  during 
the  year.  After  the  initial  inspections  the  work  was  subsequently  more  related 
to  the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  standard.  Such  minor  contraventions  as  came 
to  light  were  normally  quickly  remedied  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
institute  any  legal  proceedings  during  the  year. 

Several  instances  of  insufficient  temperature  were  referred  to 
Proprietors,  and  this  appears  to  be  the  part  of  the  Act  which  is  causing  the  most 
difficulty  in  shops.  Heating  was  expensive  and  a  few  shopkeepers  were  still 
reluctant  to  provide  this  amenity  as  required  by  the  Act.  This  was,  perhaps, 
more  obvious  in  food  shops  where  the  maintenance  of  the  required  temperature  was 
alleged  to  be  detrimental  to  the  keeping  quality  of  the  product.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  progress  made  by 

this  Authority 

in  the  provision  of  main 

drainage  has  been  worthwhile,  not  only  by  providing 

for  further  development, 

but  also  towards  a  major  improvement 

in  the  environ- 

mental  conditions  in  which  the  residents  were  able  to  live. 

The  con side rabl 

reduction  in  the  numbers  of  complaints  in  connection  with  drainage,  over  the 
last  few  years  stood  out  clearly  and  has  undoubtedly  made  a  major  contribution 
to  the  improvement  of  the  countryside. 

The  Council  was  nevertheless,  well  aware  that  there  were  still  a  few 
trouble  spots  that  needed  to  be  cleared,  and  it  was  hoped  that  finance  would  be 
available  in  the  very  near  future.  Alderholt  and  Sturminster  Marshall  both 
continued  to  have  problems,  and  should  be  given  early  priority  in  the  alloca¬ 
tion  of  funds  towards  the  solutions  of  these  troubles. 

Early  in  the  year  one  of  the  Cleansing  Contractors  notified  us  of 
their  withdrawal  from  this  area,  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
prompt  service  from  the  other  Company.  The  situation  deteriorated  to  such  a 
degree  that  the  Council  decided  to  place  an  order  for  a  further  emptying 
vehicle,  so  as  to  have  adequate  plant  available  for  future  requirements. 
Experience  has  indicated  that  progress  in  providing  main  drainage  services 
was  not  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  reduction  in  demand  for  cesspool 
emptying.  Although  a  further  1,600  connections  were  completed  during  the 
year,  there  was  no  slackening  in  the  numbers  of  requests  for  this  service  and 
in  spite  of  the  long  period  of  dry  weather  in  the  summer,  it  was  impossible  to 
reduce  the  "waiting  time"  except  for  very  short  periods.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  a  demonstration  vehicle  was  made  available,  and  this  enabled  the 
numbers  of  orders  in  hAnd  to  be  kept  to  a  reasonable  size. 


The 
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The  bulk  of  the  sewage  collected  was  taken  for  disposal  to  Palmers 
Ford  Works,  and  the  area  of  land  at  Redmans  Hill  only  used  in  cases  of 
breakdowns  or  exceptionally  difficult  material.  An  arrangement  whereb y 
"single  manning"  of  these  vehicles  could  be  worked  has  been  successfully 
implented  during  the  year.  It  was  used  as  an  expedient  when  shortages  of 
labour  occurred,  for  various  reasons.  The  vehicle  now  on  order  has  been 
adapted  for  this  purpose  and  accordingly  a  special  rate  for  its  driver  will 
need  to  be  negotiated. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  -  CLEANSING 


The  few  months  experience  of  operating  an  incentive  bonus  scheme 
in  part  of  the  District  enabled  the  programme  for  the  whole  area  to  be 
completed  smoothly  and  without  any  major  problems.  Since  then  the  scheme 
has  run  quite  satisfactorily  and  the  whole  of  the  staff  employed  have  found 
that  the  original  targets  for  which  we  aimed,  were  well  within  their 
capabilities.  By  being  able  to  leave  work  when  the  day's  round  is  completed 
our  men  have  proved  to  themselves  that  they  were  able  to  improve  upon  the 
original  calculations,  and  to  obtain  some  additional  time  for  their  own 
purposes. 


Unfortunately,  the  result  of  this  state  of  affairs  was  such  that 
when  proposals  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for  improving  and  extending 
the  service  by  a  (trial)  "back  door"  collection,  the  scheme  was  deferred 
because  the  present  service  appeared  generally  to  be  meeting  the  requirements 
of  ratepayers.  To  fully  benefit  from  the  economies  that  arose  from  this 
re-organisation  the  service  needed  to  be  extended.  This  was  apparent  early 
in  the  year,  and  became  even  more  so  with  the  sale  of  additional  sack 
holders  and  correspondingly  increased  expenditure  on  the  purchase  of  sacks 
for  these  units. 

The  tractor  purchased  about  2-g-  years  ago  was  quite  unable  to 
deal  with  the  massive  lumps  of  stiff  clay  found  as  a  result  of  excavation 
during  the  year.  This  factor,  allied  to  the  massive  increase  in  the  volume 
of  refuse  handled  in  the  year,  made  it  imperative  for  the  tractor  to  be 
replaced  by  a  larger  unit.  The  Council  resolved  to  adopt  this  course  and 
agreed  to  the  purchase  of  a  larger  and  more  powerful  unit  in  1971. 

During  the  year,  the  pre-planning  of  routes  and  loads  assisted 
to  a  great  extent  in  coping  with  the  growing  demands  made  on  the  service 
by  the  continuous  increase  in  the  number  of  occupied  properties.  The 
point  in  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  added  quantities  of  waste  year  by 
year  will  overtake  these  calculations,  as  annual  growth,  in  volume,  was 
estimated  in  accordance  with  national  estimates,  i.e.  Lyo  -  5/<>>  or  on 
increase  of  33 'i£o  in  5-6  years,  irrespective  of  population  changes. 

Officers  from  this  Council  assisted  in  discussions  by  a  V/orking 
Party  form ed  to  review  the  question  of  disposal  in  South  East  Dorset  and 
Nest  Hampshire.  Two  of  the  municipalities  adjacent  to  this  Council  were 
faced  with  diminishing  areas  where  refuse  could  be  discharged,  and  the 
question  of  available  alternative  sites  was  considered  to  be  urgent.  In 
midsummer  a  series  of  proposals  were  given  a  preliminary  examination  - 
there  were  no  subsequent  meetings.

All  incoming  new  residents  were  advised  of  the  types  of  containers 
available,  and  this,  together  with  the  details  of  the  scheme  as  originally 
circulated  to  householders,  resulted  in  almost  100 >o  co-operation. 

Practically  every  house  throughout  the  district  appeared  to  be  equipped  with  a 
satisfactory  container  and,  as  usual,  far  more  time  and  trouble  had  to  be 
taken  in  dealing  with  the  odd  few  who  had  no  intention  of  co-operating  with 
their  fellow  residents. 


The  war  against  indiscriminate  deposits  of  litter  continued 
unabated,  but  there  were  no  cases  where  the  refuse  could  be  identified.  A 
note  in  the  Council's  newsletter  has  encouraged  many  residents  to  take  their 
waste  to  the  tip,  particularly  garden  waste,  which  was  not  normally  collected. 
It  also  appeared  to  have  further  encouraged  members  of  the  " something-for- 
nothing"  brigade  to  dump  quantities  of  trade  waste. 

Two  abandoned  cars  and  a  caravan  were  removed  from  alongside  the 
highway.  The  few  cars  left  at  the  tip  were  worthless  shells  impossible  to 
identify. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT 


One  isolated  complaint  as  to  barking  dogs  was  dealt  with  informally. 

In  the  hamlet  of  G-aants  Common  several  residents  complained  of  the 
noise  from  exhaust  fans  installed  in  a  Poultry  unit. 

Investigations  were  undertaken  over  a  pe.riod  of  two  or  three  weeks 
at  all  times  (day  and  night).  The  level  in  dBA  was  clearly  below  tolerable 
limits  and  as  a  result  of  the  investigations  it  was  considered  that 
subjectively,  the  noise  from  these  fans  was  not  sufficient  to  be  considered 
to  be  a  nuisance.  Within  a  few  days,  the  houses  were  cleared  of  chicken 
and  the  source  of  complaint  eliminated.  It  was  understood  that  possibly 
larger  (and  slower)  fans  would  be  installed  for  the  future  and  this  action 
should  reduce  the  noise  to  a  minimum. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


Reports  of  infestations  continued  at  the  usual  level  throughout 
the  year.  Invasions  of  newly  occupied  buildings  still  continued  in  spite 
of  efforts  to  secure  that  no  means  of  ingress  were  left.  To  people 
occupying  a  newly  built  property  this  sort  of  occurrence  could  be  alarming, 
and  on  one  occasion  the  house  was  precipitately  vacated  until  our  Operator 
had  caught  the  unwelcome  trespasser. 

Complaints  were  received  of  considerable  numbers  of  rats 
frequenting  the  river  banks  at  Cranbornc,  but  continued  investigations 
failed  to  support  the  allegations.
